THE COLUMBIAN WROT STEEL SPRING HINGE FROM START 

TO FINISH 

When the Columbian Wrot Steel Screen Door Spring Hinge was first presented, 
in its infancy, it bore the earmarks of a trade-favorite and as it gradually became 
better known it proved itself to be what we had anticipated—the ten strike of the 
season. 

The Wrot Steel Screen Door Hinge was new to all and did not have a reputation to 
help boost it. The Columbian gained great favor because of its handsome appearance, 
its working facilities, and its quality. Today it enjoys a reputation that far exceeds 
even our leading lines of cast iron hinges. 

The manner in which this twentieth century invention gained in popularity and high 
standing was nothing less than marvelous. 

We now offer it as the acme of screen door hinge perfection. 

The term “wrot steel” completely covers its construction. 

The broad, symmetrical, clean cut, and evenly curved side flanges give the hinge a 
firm hold on the casting and door and prevents sagging of door or warping of hinge. 
The edges of the flanges are drawn down at right angles, thus giving a neat beveled 
effect, strengthening the wings and leaving no raw edges to be torn or bent by rough 
usage. The flanges are riveted together by two wrot-steel tips made by automatic 
machinery from solid bar stock; being made in this manner eliminates defects and all 
chance of breakage. Besides joining the flanges together securely they allow the hinge 
to work easily with practically no friction. 

The tripled coiled smooth acting spring swings the door quickly and evenly from any 
angle. It is fastened securely at both ends to opposite flanges and in such a manner 
that it cannot possibly slip or spring out of place. 

The spring is uniquely covered, and is made with the hold-back feature, operative at 
140 degrees. Made of No. 8 oil tempered steel spring wire. 

Its simplicity (having only five parts in all), its well proportioned curves, its rigidity 
and substantiality make it practically unbreakable. The neatly countersunk screw 
holes all show great care was taken in designing. 

Made only in one size with ample power to swing any door, whether pine or oak, 
smoothly back into place. Screws are furnished with all finishes except japanned.

In 1891 the Clover Leaf and Acorn spring hinges were first put on the market, and 
since then, year by year, they have gradually increased their foothold, until now it is 
practically needless to give them any special introduction. 

The Clover Leaf and Acorn spring hinges are noted for their simplicity, having but 
three parts, two flanges and a spring, but in these three parts lie the whole story. 
The two flanges fit snugly together and in such a unique manner, that there is no 
possibility of them ever separating. 

The springs are automatically triple coiled from the best grade of No. 8 oil tempered 
spring steel wire. They are protected from the weather by the continuation of one 
of the flanges. The hold-back feature is operative when the door is opened at 140° 
or more. 

These hinges, as well as everything else we make, are known to all as quality goods— 
high grade material—first-class workmanship—and the extra heavy coat of glossy 
japan is evenly applied and properly baked.

It is made of cast iron or bronze, with closely coiled spring, securely fastened at both 
ends, to prevent its slipping or springing out of place. The castings are carefully 
inspected, snugly fitted and well plated, polished or japanned. 

All plated Hinges are furnished with screws to match, which is a great improvement 
over the old way of using bright screws with highly finished hinges, and spoiling the 
effect, as the screws became rusty.

There is a marked difference between the preceding Columbia hinge and the Columbia 
adjustable. 

The Columbia Cast Iron Adjustable Spring Hinge may be readily applied to any 
weight door and swing it with the same degree of smoothness, whereas if the same 
power of spring were used for all weight doors, it might be possible that an extra 
heavy oak door would not swing with the same smooth positive action as it would 
if the tension could be increased slightly. This is why we have produced this Columbia 
Adjustable. Then, again, if the springs weaken, as they do from constant use, all 
that is necessary is to adjust the springs and use them for another year.

The Columbian Screen Door Hinge is an attraction in 
itself (see page 2). You have your choice of two 
high-grade door pulls, namely, Columbian Wrot Steel 
or the Gem Wire. The hooks and eyes, and screws, 
are either plated or japanned. Note we furnish no 
bright parts to detract from the value or appearance 
of the set. 

The bright unfinished screws heretofore furnished, 
even when bright, spoiled the high finish of the 

hinge: then, as they naturally thru use became rusty they defaced the hinge and disfigured the 
pleasing, high tone of the whole set. 

Each set is packed separately in an attractive carton, thus dispensing with all extra handling and 
confusion.

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A very cheap and easy way to prevent flies from keeping you 
awake or spoiling the pleasure of eating is to equip your screen 
doors with Gem Spiral Door Springs and once applied they will 
give long and satisfactory service.

The tension 
is easily adjusted and firmly held, no special wrench being required to do the adjusting.
